MLLINGEBJT MEET. 


Eighteen Intl inn Trikes Represented 
at Muskogee. 


Muskogee, Okla., Oct. IO.—Address 
ing eighteen tribes of Indians as­ 
sembled here tonight for the Indian 
congress, R. A. Balling, r, secretary 
of the interior, stated that he be­ 
lite til that the day had come when 
tribal rela.fons should cease, and the 
Indian take his place by the side 
of the white man in the duties and 
obligations and privileges of citizen­ 
ship. 


He also made the important state­ 
ment that he did not believe that 
after the government had made an 
Indian a citizen of the United States 
the government should longer ex­ 
ercise the relation of a guardian over 
him. 


India® cliffs from eighteen dif­ 
ferent tribes, most cf them 
from 
Oklahoma, Arizona, Ne w Mexico and 
Kansas, were ranged about the sec­ 
retary 
when 
he opened the con­ 
gress tonight. There were hundreds 
of mixed bloods present. 
The meet ng tonight followed an 
afternoon conference bftween the In­ 
dian chiefs and the Indian depart­ 
ment officials, all of which was ex­ 
ecutive. The subject most discussed 
was with the tribal authorities, par­ 
ticularly the attorneys, relative to 
the sale of the unallotted lands of 
the 
five civilized tribes, and 
the 
amount of royalty that the Indian Is 
receiving for oil. 
Mr. Ballinger stated tonight that 
the unallotted lands will be sold at 
once and that it will be ar public 
auction. 
There are nearly two million acres 
of such land. He also stated that 
while ho believed there was a com­ 
bination to keep down the price of 
oil, and thereby rob the Indian a1 
lottee out of his share, this was 
not yet proved, but is under inves­ 
tigation. 
He closed his rem arks with the 
statem ent that it is to the interest 
of the Indians, the state 
and 
the 
government, to close up all tribal 
affairs just as rapidly as it can be 
done. 
Tomorrow Secretary Ballinger will 
go to Tulsa, where he will confer 
with the oil men and endeavor to 
ascertain If possible whether there is 
a combination existing between the 
four pipe line companies and other 
purchasers of crude oil, to keep the 
price doyn. Tomorrow night he will 
go to McAlester, where there will 
be another conference with Choctaw 
tribal officials, over the segregated 
Cv»al lands and the sale of the unai­ 
d e d lands. Much detail of which 
was threshed out today. 
Tomorrow the Indians will be left 
to their own devices. 
It is doubtful if they hold more 
formal meetings, but will pow-wow 
among themselves. The Indian agent 
here today detailed ten Indian po- 
licen en to chaperone the visiting 
red men and see that they get prop­ 
er accommodations and did not get 
robbed.

Report on Boll Weevil Sit nation. 
Washington, Oct. 
IO.—Dr. 
L. O. 
Howard, chief of the Bureau of En­ 
tomology of the Department of Agri­ 
culture, who has been making a tour 
of the South in company with Prof. 
W. D. Hunter, the latter being sta­ 
tioned at Dallas, reports that the 
greatest damage done by the boll 
weevil this season will lie in that 
district of Madison Parish, Louisiana 
south of Baton Rouge. 
“Early planting and early varieties 
with a complete and absolute de­ 
struction of the stalks in the fall,” 
declares Dr. Howard, “is the solu­ 
tion of the pest. Climatic conditions 
will help from time to time, and they 
have helped greatly in the last two 
years, but the early planting must 
be done to insure the positive re­ 
sults. 
“The government has introduced 
six 
parasites to destroy the boll 
weevil in Louisiana and other states,” 
continued Dr. Howard. “There ar 
all told about forty enemies of the 
boll weevil, and the government in­ 
tends to turn loose on the weevil *t 
least six more.”
